Important recommendations in 
regard to the size and armament 
of submarines were made at the 
Naval Conference by the first com- 
mittee, Mr. A. V. Alexander, First 
Lord, presiding at the meeting. 
The latter asked the delegates 
whether it were possible to deal 
with the question of the abolition 
of submarines.’ As the outcome 
of the views expressed by the 


First Lord, who regretted that an 


agreement with the . British 
Dominions and the United Stntes 
favouring abolition was unattain- 
able, it was agreed to report ac- 
cordingly. . The unit tonnage of 
submarines was next discussed. 
The general proposal has been a 
maximum of 2,000 tons,

DOUBTFUL HONAN TROOPS FALL 


UPON YEN’S FORCES. 
PRESIDENT SANGUINE.

Chiang Kal-shek pointed out the 
weak points of the enemy and sub- 
sequently ordered the National 
Tsin-Pu and Ping- 
Han linea to attack the rebels at 
Kaifeng and Chengchow on April 8. 
Troops Turn Against Yen.

During the rapid advance, of the

First, second bnd fourth accused 
awere charged jointly with’ having 
taken part ina transaction, on 
December 19, 1929, for the transfer 
of the posseasion, custody, or’ control 
of a girl named Kwok Siu-lan (18), 
for a consideration.

First and second accused were 
further charged with selling or dis- 
posing of the girl Kwok Siu-lan, on 
December 19, 1929, for a cartain 
purpose. —~ :

EXPLOSION OF A DEPTH 
CHARGE. 


SIX MEN DEAD. 


The explosion of a depth charge 
aboard -H.M.S. Sepoy, of the 
Elghth Destroyer Flotilla, yester- 
day, was responsible for four men 
being killed outright, and two 
others dying later in hospital. 

The Sepoy, which was at exer- 
cises with other destroyers, return- 
ed to harbour, together with the 
Bruce, shortly after noon, and 
later an official statement was 
issued by the Naval authorities.

' Woman Who Could 
' Appease Spirits. 


EFFECT OF CHARMS. 

A Chinese widow, who declared her- 
self to be, a worshipper of joss, and 
a curer of evil spirits, mado” her 
second appearance in the Kowloon 
Magistracy this morning before Mr, 
Whyte-Smith, on @ charge of obtaining 
clothing and jewellery, to the value of 


$57.20, under the pretext that she would | - 


appease the spirit which had made a 

young Chinese widow ill for a month.

In her evidence, tho complainant, Ne 
Kui, also a widow, sald that sho first 
got to know the defendant on March 3, 
when sho was on her dally pig wash 
rounds,. The defendant asked her into 
her house, and after a day or two sho 
said to her: “Look hero, you are looking 
too pale, x will make it good. Xt will 
give you charms, for that purpose.” 
‘After further talk on the question, the 
defendant asked for clothing and jewel- 
tory with the statement that she would 
return them after the ceremony. The 
charms mado the foolish complainant 
very silly and sha did not know what 
she was really doing, Tho defendant 
needed all these things to perform 
“ehak on" (a ceremony). The witness 
made it clear that the defendant pro- 
mised to return all these things back. 

The defendant, who had then pawned 
‘all the valuables for $66, said that the 
ceremony time had not elapsed and 
would nob be over till May 3, and that 
she would then redeem the things from 
the pawnbroker, 

Three witnesses for the defence spoke 
to her being # charm usurper and wor- 
shipper of joss paper, but none could 
give any reason as to why sho asked 
for $56, when her charge per person 
was $1 or $1.50. 

The Magistrate convicted the woman, 
He said that ‘she had defrauded tho 
complainant, and it was nonsenso 
when she alleged the $50 was necded 
for the medicine, as it was quite clear 
that there was fraud. However, he 
would give her the option of a fine as 
she was very straightforward about the 
matter. A fine of $50,.with the alterna-

A general depression in business 
is felt by all South Seas Chinese; 
this is particularly so in the case of 
the Chinese merchants in Annam, 
where the French have imposed an 
unusually high tariff on all Chinese 
imports. For instance, tea, irre- 
spective of quality, fs classified ng a 
luxury, For every hundred kilo- 
grama of tea, a tax of 800 piastres 
is imposed, an increase of more than 
1,000 per cent. in the duty. (A kilo- 
gram is the equivalent of 160. 
cattles, and a dotlar (big) equals to 
piogtres 9.60). For every box of 
tea weighing approximately 30 cat- 
ties, the’ cost price of which is only 
$14 to $15, the Chinese importer 
has to pay about $10 duty. The 
effect of such a high. tariff is seen 
in the closing’ up of one-third of 
the Chinese’ import . firms, the 
majority of which are tea mer- 
chante. : 

A Jaw was also passed which 
compels all Chinese merchants to 
use bookkeeping in the French 
language, in which each daily trans- 
action must be recorded. In view 
of the majority of the Chinese mer- 
chants’ ignorance of the French 
language, not to say French ac-

The Japanese

Pessimism Prevails, 


Pessimism prevails’ on the other 
hand. The yen-dollar exchange rate, 
for instance has recovered about 12 
per cent. now from the quotation in 
June while prices of commodities have 
gone off 4.5 per.cent. during the same 
period. There is stit! room for Japan's 
commodity prices to be lowered, In 
comparison with prices in other coun- 
tries those in Britain are com: 
paratively high. As regards the cur- 
rency, bank notes can be converted 
into gold and while the currency thus 
is contradicted gold reserves ‘in’ the 
Bank of Japan will deerease as much, 
The amount of payments to foreign 
countries resulting from the purchase 
of cotton and other commoditics will 
reach an enormous sum, because Japan. 
ese merchants have withheld from buy- 
ing since last year pending the embargo 
lifting, The Government's ‘ specie 
abroad will decrease sharply this year. 


Depression Not The Same, - 


However, the ‘depression after the 
embargo lifting {s different from that 
formerly. The lifting will stabitise 
prices of commodities due to the cer: 
tain exchange rate situation. This 
will prove a step toward industrial de. 
velopment and the financial and. econo- 
mic systems will be restored to normal.

J.P, CHARGED. - 
Cross-Examinaton of the 
Accused. 

CLOSIYG ADDRESS." 


In his cross-examination by Mr. 
J. D.-Lioyd, Superintendent of 
Imports and Exports, ‘yesterday 
afternoon, Mui Kok-leung, the 
Singapore J.P., who {a charged be- 
fore Mr. R. E. Lindsell with the 
unlawful possession’ of — illicit 
opium, said that he was at present 
worth half a Jakh. of dollars, in- 
cluding hia tin mining concessions 
in Malaya. 

Mr. Lloyd: Since you have been 
detained, as-a result of this case, 
has your notice been drawn to a 
notice published by the order of 
the Court at Singapore? 


Mr, Strellett objected strongly to 


the question, saying that aa the 
accused was detained he could not 
know what occurred after his: de- 
tention. ‘ 

Mr, Lindsell said that Mr. Lloyd 
could ask accused if he knew of 
such a fact, but he'could not be 
ue if hig notice had been drawn 
‘o it. ne 

Replying to a further question 
on the subject, accused said that 
he retired from a Singapore firm 
called the Shiu Cheong in 1927, and 
he could not have known that aince 
his-detention an application, had 
been made by Messrs. Katz Bros. 
before the Singapore Court to ad- 
judicate the Shiu Cheong firm 
bankrupt, or adjudicate him per- 
sonally bankrupt. He was surpris- 
ed to hear that. 

Questioned on his claim of be- 
ing a member of the Committee 
of the Po Leung Kuk in Singa- 
pore, accuged said that he was a 
member at the time he left Singa- 
pore, in December,. He did not 
know about the present. The 
Committee was changed annually. 
It was probable that he was not 
fe-elected for the ‘current year, 
because, as a rule, if a member 
was not present at two consecu- 
tive méetings, he would not be re- 
elected. He (accused) had been 
so absent, 

Mr. Lloyd produced the Straits 
Settlements Government: Gazette 
showing that a ‘new member of 
the Committee of the Po Leung 
Kuk had been elected in the place 
of accused, resigned. Accused 
said that it was not correct to 
say that he had resigned.

AIMS OF NAUTICAL SCHOOL OF 
* CUSTOMS COLLEGE: 


GRADUATES IN DEMAND. 

An event of much interest and 
importance took place at Shanghai 
on March 24, on board the Customs 
cruiser Hal Haing, when the 20 
Chinese cadets of the recently-form- 
ed Nautical School of the Customs 
College went on board ship and were 
inspected before sailing on their’ 
first cruise by Mr. F, Y. Chang, 
Director General of Customs... In 
the inspecting party were also Mr. 
F, W. Maze, Inspector-General of 
Customs, Captain H. E. Hillman, 
Coast Inspector; Mr. H. D, Hillard, 
Statistical Secretary of Customs; 
Captain L. R. Carrel, Commander 
of the Hai Hsing; Mr. Wen Tsan- 
yu, President of the College; Mr. 
Hsu Tung-yu, dean, ‘and Captain 
K, M. Humphreys, R.N. retired, who 
was brought out from Britain last 
Summer to have charge of ‘the 
teaching of the cadets. 

The Inspection was a great euc- 
cess and in addressing the young 
men at the end of the afternoon Mr. 
Chang expressed himself as well 
pleased with the progress they had 
made so far. He advised them to 
pay close attention to the Instruc- 
tion they were recelving and he paid 
ao .high tribute. to Captain 
Humphreys’, work in bringing them 
from a group of average young men 
to the body of smart and byasiness- 
like cadets they had become. Ha 
also outlined the purposes of the 
college and he gave well-deserved 
eredit for its formation and success, 
to Mr. Maze, who is principally re- 
sponsible for its being formed.

INDIA’S PROBLEM. 


A Country | of Great 
Contradictions. 


“MUST BE GOVERNED.” 


Of all the problems confronting 
the British Empire to-day, India is 
the most complex. 

India is in a politica) turmoil, and 
is full of contradictions, | 
. A great deal of the ferment is 
directly traceable to tho introduc. 
tion into the declaration made by 
the Viceroy, Lord Irwin, last Octo- 
Ler of that most unfortunate phrase - 

. "Dominion Status.’ 
[In India ‘it is defnable by 
politicians in a bewildering. variety 
of ways, It wags welcomed as 
manna from the skics by the ex- 
tremists and other professional poli- 
licians, It appealed to minds 
nurtured for thousands of years on 


Oriental philosophy, a3 no practical |, 


suggestion could possibly huve done, 
and they have toyed with it ever 
since. 

The other day the Council of 
Stute debated and passed a pious 
resolution welcoming the Viceroy’s 
statement that Dominion Status was 
implied in the 1917 declaration, 
of the Indian Central Committee, 
and Sir Sankaran Nair, chairman 
of the Indian Centra! Committee, 
declared that “ the future of India 
lics in the hands of such statesmen 
as Lord Irwin.” 

Now, 80 much for Delhi—but here 
comes to light one of those extra- 
ordinary contradictions common. 

‘ place in India but extremely puzzl- 
ing to people at home. 
The Real Workers. 

For some time 1 have 
been making an. intensive 
study of conditions in Calcutta 
and gathering impressions. I 
have not spoken to a single poli- 
ticlan, British or Indian, but have 
had long conversations and discus- 
sions with men who are the real 
workers in and for India; men who 
have spent self-sacrificing lives 
under the torrid sun—the type of 

* gturdy, intelligent Briton that has 
built up India's prosperity and 
gained the love and reverence of the 
great mass of the people, 

And what do I find? 

With negligible exceptions, there 
ig not a merchant or shipper, a jute, 
cotton or piecegoods man, a banker, 
mill-owner, or | machinery = ine | 
dustralist who does not say frankly 
and emphatically that Dominion 
Status ig a will-o’-the-wlap. 

To all practical appearances India 
has not even begun tobe ready | 
far such a dangerous experiment, | 
nor will she be ready for genera . 
tions to come. And ‘India knows 
it very well. tee 

One of the biggest British mer- 
chants, who has spent 30 yeas he 
India, talking many of 
languages, engaged In many public 
duties; and universally reapected, 
sald to me: 

Pandits prattle at Delhi, but 
the real India that Js educated~ 
as distinct from the so-called in- 

telligentsta—and . the untold mil-

Inthe course of an interesting lecture 
before the Faculty of Arts Association 
at the University jlast night, Mr.

Merchants are afraid to deal 
ahead. Many ships sail with al- 
most empty bottoms. Big houses 
desirous to develop new lines find 
thelr hands tied because of the 
general uncertainty. 

India’s progrtss.in the past had 
been remarkable, but few people at 
home realise tht she is probably 
still the richest undeveloped part of 
\ the British Emplre, 

The best thing that can happen 
is to allow the magnificent army of 
our fellow-countrymen who work

Before History. 


Secret polsoning through the 
ages, from the poisoned arrow tips 
‘before the dawn of history, down 
through the intensive 


ito the -arsenical chocolates, the 
strychnine treated beer and the gin 
made fatal with cyanide of potas- 
sium, of to-day, formed the subject 
of an-unusual lecture before the 
Marylebone, Division of the Bri- 
tish Medical Association, recently. 

The lectura was given” by Sir 
William Willcox in the Wellcome 
Historical Medical Museum, where 
many devices employed by polson- 
era of the past are exhibited. 

In common with the animals, 
man from the beginning, he said, 
had been endowed with protective 
instincts against deadly comestibles 
such as polsonous ‘plants and 
berries. e 

About 4,500 B.C. there was re- 
cord of.a certain Gula, the goddess 
of poisons, who seems to have been 
‘worshipped extensively.

BLIND TEACHER. 


Romance of Father 
"Jackson. 


LIVES LIKE A BURMAN, 


Father Jackson, of the Kem- 
mendine S. P, G. Blind School, 
Burma,’ whose , public service to 
Burma's 25,000 bind folk has beon 
officially recognised by the bestowal 
of the Kalser-I-Hind Medal, first 
class, in the Now Year's Honours, 
lectured In Britain when on leave 
last year. Father Jackson {3 a Lon- 
doner, being the son of Mr. R. S, 
Jackson, former Liberal M. P. and 
Mayor of Greenwich, After having 


been at the Normal College for the. 


Blind and at Wadham College, 
Oxford, he became curate in Hoxton 


and Ilford before going to Burma to 
help his brother-in-law, the Rev. 
W. C. B. Purser. He Jearnt chair- 
caning, mat-making, and cane work, 
in order to he able to teach the boys 
of his bilnd school, which now car- 
ries out large orders for the Govern. 
ment and for merchants. 


A Burmese trader recently gave 


10,000 rupees (£750 approximately) 
to help the endowment fund of his 
school, Father Jackson has reduced 
Burmese to a phonetic script, and 
says: “It is now easier for a blind 
Burmese to learn to read than one 
who can see.”. His boys emboss and 
print thelr. own books, and produce 
and‘ edit their own magazine, en- 
titled "The Lightning.” The Govern- 
ment have such hig appreciation of 


. the work Father . Jackson is doing 


that they have given him a free 
pass over the railways, and he 
travels all over the country visiting 


‘}long journeys on foot, 


the btind. ‘This also necessitates - 
which he 
undertakes with a blind companion, 
and, except . for crossing atreams 
over which.the bridges aro merely 
a stout bamboo trunk, they meat 
with ttle difficulty. To all the 
blind of the land he is, indeed 
“father.” He dresses and lives like 
a Burman. He wears the clothes of 
a man of tho, lower class, sleeps on 
the floor without a mosquito curtain, 
oats curry and rico with his fingers, 
and sits on the, floor Hke a native 
He never wears shoes, coat, or sun

EXTRAORDINARY STATEMENT 

Lord Darling has made on extra- 
ordinary statement to the Press on 
the question of flogging In prisons, 
which has been brought bofore the 
public once more in compelling 
fashion’ by the suicide in Wands- 


worth Prison of James Edward: 


Splers, who feared, it is suggested, 
that a flogging was due that day. 

The statement was as follows, and 
it'was described by Lord Darling 
himself a3 & carefully considered 
opinion. 

“No one Is flogged except he haa 
been guilty of personal viclence, 

“In my opinion, public, opinion 
which’ approves prize-fighting, in- 
cluding the knock-out blow, cannot 


Jiogically condemn flogging as at pre- 


sent administered, and the men and 
women who now flock to the ex- 
hibition of ‘The Game Chicken’ and 
‘Battling Brown’ would gladly at- 
tend to sce ‘Burglar Bill’ punished 
by ‘The Wandsworth Woalloper.” 

“The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
might as well set an entertainment 
tax on that ag on the other exhibl- 
tion.” 

Flogging Judges, 

Among the first to make reply to 
this was Mr. George Bernard Shaw. 

“Every flogging judge,” he said, 
“ought to have two or three dozens 
himself to bring him to under- 
stand.” 

It was difficult, he went on, to 
speak without disgust of a state of 
society in which such a thing was 
allowed, and he described this case 
4s a particularly scandalous one. 

“The excuse made for flogging is 
that certain offenders understand no 
other punishment. It is argued 
there is no use in imprisoning them. 

“Tf there is anything in that, 
these,men ought to be flogged and 
not imprisoned. But this man was 
ordered not only to be flogged, but 
to ten years’ penal servitude, which 
is to reduce the argument to ab- 
surdity.” 

Common Question, 

A prominent member. of the Bri- 
tish Psychological Society said that 
he was surprised that such fatalities 
as that at Wandsworth had not been 
more frequent, not so much because 
of fear of paln on the part of crim: 
inals, but because of the affront to 
their vanity.

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Tragedy of of Unopened 
Parachute — 


GRAPHIC INQUEST STORY. . 
An R.A.F. officer's desperate 
efforts in an aeroplane to save 
another airman whose controls 
were jammed, was described at a 

Kenley aerodrome inquest. 

The dead man, Pilot-sergeant Fell, 
jumped from his machine after he 
had tricd to free the,control, His’ 
prarachute failed to open, and he 
was killed. 

Sergeant-Carpenter King told the 
coroner that he accompanied Fell in 
a’ dual-control machine to Biggin 
Hill, about five miles from Kenley. 
There he, left it, and Fell flow off. 
Before he left the machine he 
strapped a parachute in tho rear 
cockpit at Sergeant Fell’s request. 

Thought Parachute Was Loose. 


Flight -‘leutenant Charls F. 
Trunch. told of how he saw Fell 
flying round and round and realised 
that something was wrong. 

“1 saw that something was jam- 
ming his control in the back seat 
and I imagined the parachute or 
something was loose,” said Llouten- 
ant Trunch. 

“I flew up alongside him and made 
signs to him to perform certain 
evolutions which would drop’ the 
parachute out of the back sent.” 

Tried to Loop, But Failed.’ 

The Coroner.—But he ought to 
have known what to do?—Yes, but 
people do. not always use their 
heads. He understood ‘what I told 
him to do, and tried to loop, but 
did not succeed. 

Lieutenant Trunch said he flew in, 
front of Fell and tried to make him 
do other evolutions but he could not 
do them. 

“Finally he made a sign to me 
that he was going to jump. I in- 
dicated to him to climb with me and 
he followed me to a height of about 

6,000 feet. I flew towards Epson 
Downs, thinking that would be the 
best place for a jump. 

“Nothing: Opened”. 

“Suddenly he left me and dived 
down in perfect control about 4,000 
feat. Then his machine went out of 
control. I saw Fell leave his 
machine with his parachute, but 
first 1 saw his parachute come out 
of the back of the machine.” 

The Coroner.—Did -Fell’s para- 
chute act?—No, ‘nothing opsned. 

Lieut. Trunch said that ho landed 

md motored to the spot where the 
machine fell, He found the body of 
Fell near some tennis courts. He 
examined the parachute and found 
that Fell had not pulled the cord to 
open it. 

Mind Became a Blank, 

The Coroner—Can you Imagine 
how the parachute in the back seat 
came loose?—It Is an-amazing thing. 
I do not know how it could have 
fouled the control. 

The theory of Dr. W. Stalker was 
that the long mental strain and 
thon the sudden loss of control of 
his machine cfused Fell to lose con- 
trol of his mental faculties, “That 
would account for his not pulling 
the cord of his parachute,” the 
doctor anid. “His mind had become 
a blank under the Jong strain. 

Not Strapped In? 

The Coroner said he thought the 
parachute in the back seat could not 
have been properly strapped in at 
Biggin Hill. They did not know 
quite if it waa properly strapped in.
